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-SALOONS AND TAVERNS 


Saloons and taverns for the convenience of miners in the Midway 
area were operated during the mining era, but quickly faded from the 
picture with the beginning of prohibition. The establishments were most- 
ly of the “movie variety" —hard liquor sold over a bar and disputes settled 
with six guns. Pool tables and cards were featured, although dance hall 
girls were prohibited. In recent-years there have been a few billiard and
